(i) The territorial constituencies into which the State of Kerala shall be divided for the 
purpose of elections to (a) the Legislative Assembly of the State, and (b) the House 
of the People, the extent of each such constituency and the constituencies in which 
the seats are reserved for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes shall be as 
shown in the Table-A and Table-B respectively; 

(ii) Where the name of a constituency as shown in Table A or Table B is distinguished 
by the brackets and letters (SC), the seat in that constituency is reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes; and 


(iii) Where the name of a constituency as shown in Table-A or Table-B is distinguished 
by the brackets and letters (ST), the seat in that constituency is reserved for the 
Scheduled Tribes.

1. The Original Draft with regard to kottayam, Alleppey. Idukki and Mavelikkara 
Parliamentary Constituencies have been drastically changed after the 
Meeting of the Commission on 26"’ February, 2005. This was not 
necessary. The DRAFT prepared by the Commission should have been 
accepted as far as Kottayam and Idukki Parliamentary Constituencies are 
concerned. 

2. Kottayam Parliamentary Constituency need not have Piravom (85) with it. 
This is against the geographic contiguity and administrative convenience. 
Kanjirapally (100) and Poonjar (101) are closely connected to Kottayam. 
They are contiguous geographically, culturally, historically and 
administratively with Kottayam, rather than with Pathanamthitta. 
Kanjirapally and Poonjar should remain with Kottayam Parliamentary 
Constituency as in the earlier DRAFT. Public convenience, better 
connectivity, geographical fe;r-; and administrative convenience (due to 
divisions) are seriously at stak> v constituencies go to Pathanamthitta.

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3. Changanacheny (99) which is very near to Kottayam, is contiguous to it. 
Inclusion of this Assembly Constituency to Mavelikkara wiH cause great 
Injustice. Mavelikkara Parliament Constituency will thus fall in three Districts 
(Quilon, Alleppey and Kottayam) causing administrative difficulties also. 

4. The way in which the areas falling under the present MUVATTUPU2HA 
Parliamerrt Constituency (now not in picture) are distributed is unscientific 
and devoid of the set principles. The guideline follov^d generally, was to 
'Go from North to South and Clockwise’. But here it can be seen that the 
areas coming under Muvattupuzha Parliament Conkituency comprising of 
seven Assembly ^Constituencies are brutally divided Into several pieces. 
KUNNATHUNAD (84) to ERNAKULAM, PALA (93) and PIRAVOM (85) to 
KOTTAYAM, MUVATTUPUZHA (86) KOTHAMANGALAM (81) TO IDUKKI, 
KANJIRAPALLY and POONJAR (101) to PATHANAMTHITTA Parliament 
Constituencies. These areas, which fall under two Districts, are now coming 
under four Districts.

The following modifications to the proposals in the draft working paper are 
suggested. 


123- Kundara Assembly Constituency 

1. As per the draft working paper, 123 Kundara Assembly Constituency 
consists of seven Panchayats with a total Population of 2,42,583. East Kallada, a 
major Panchayat in the present Kundara Constituency with a Population of 21,632, 
(of which 4,221 is SC), is proposed to be changed to be part of 118 Kunnathur 
(SC). The whole of East Kallada Panchayat is situated in Kollam Taluk. For 
administrative convenience. It would be better if East Kallada remains part of 123 
Kundara Constituency even after this change over, 118-Kunnathur (SC) Assembly 
Constituency would retain a population strength of 2,36,107 which is far above the 
District average;. The S.C. Population of the Constituency will retain strength of 
40,649 and will not entail change of SC status. 

2. When the proposed change is implemented, 123 Kundara L.A. ,will have 
strength of 2,64,000. In order to maintain the population average the entire 
Pennad Panchayat with a population of 32,864 can be excluded from Kundara L.A. 
and brought under 124,Kollam Assembly Constituency, retaining Kundara L.A. with 
a population 2,31,351. The population of 124-KolIam when the Perinad Panchayat 
is added will work out to 2, 57, 611. In order to balance the District average 
population criteria, two corporation wards of Kollam Viz. Wards No. 16 and 17 with 
a total population of 12,233 can be attached with 125 — Eravipuram L.A,

093 - Palai constituency may be kept in tact with out deleting any 
panchayats from it. The guidelines of the Commission is to start the delimitation 
process from north and than proceed to north east in a zigzag manner. If the 
delimitation process had started from 093 - Palai constituency, the constituency 
could have been kept in tact with out any change. But unfortunately as per the 
draft proposal of the Commission, Uzhavoor, Veliyanoor, Marangattupilly, and 
Kadaplamattom are taken away from Palai and added to 94 - Kadathuruthy 
constituency, thereby causing great inconvenience to the public.

1) In the proposed constituency, seven out of eight Panchayats of 
Mallappally Taluk is included and the head quarter is Mallappally 
town. Only Kunnanthanam Panchayat is included in 111-Thlruvalla. 

2) Ranni Taluk is divided among three constituencies I.e. •r112>Ranni, 
113-Aranmula and 114-Konni. In the draft proposal Cherukole 
Panchayat in 113-Aranmula is wrongly mentioned as included in 
Mallappally taluk. But Cherukole Panchayat is in Ranni Taluk. 

3) Though the proposed name of the Constituency is 112-Ranni 
Legislative Assembly Constituency. Ranni proper Is not included in 
this constituency. Ranni Panchayat which is the head quarters of 
Ranni Taluk is included in 114-Konni Legislative Assembly 
Constituency.

6 . PAYYANNUR 

This is the most unscientific and inconvenient proposal. The western end of 
this constituency is the Arabian Sea and the eastern boundary is the Kerala 
Karnataka Boarder, that is the hill top. From one end to the other it will 
come a length of more than 70 kms and whereas the width will be only 10 
kms. This is because Cherupuzha and Perignom Panchayaths which are 
far away from Payyannur are included in the Payyannur constituency. 
Again Kunjimangalam and Kadannapally Panchayats which are very nearer 
to Payyannur are not included in this constituency. The distance from the 
Payyannur Municipal Head Quarters to the Border of the Kunjimangalam 
Panchayath is only 1 km whereas the nearest distance from Payyannur to

Payyannur Municipality plus the 5 
Panchayaths Immediately adjacent and surrounding this municipality can be 
conveniently and scientifically clubbed together to form Payyannur 
constituency in a most geographically compact manner. Pacili^ of 
Communication public convince physical features an^existing boundaries 
are ail In favour of this sourt of an amendment to the draft proposal. 


7. KALLIYASSERI 

This Is a new constituency proposed in the draft, Kalliyassari admittedly is d . 
Panchayath lying beh^n Thaliparamba and Kannur on both 'sides of the 
national highway and it is closely adjacent to the Thaliparamba municipality 
on its Southern side. Likewise Pattuvam also is an adjacent Panchayath to 
the Thaliparamba municipality. There is no way from Pattuvarh to outside 
except that ftrrough Thaliparamba These two Panchayats can very well 
from part of Thaliparamba Constituency. Another aspect is that both 
Kunjimangalam and Kadannapally Panchayats are on the northern side of 
Thaliparamba. Clubbing Kulliyasseri and Kadannappaly within one 
Constituency will in no way be geographically compact. There is no need of 
this propped constituency 

8 . THALIPARAMBA 

Thaliparamba is the municipal town on the National Highway. 
Pattuvam, Kalliyasseri, Kannapuram and Mayyil Panchayats closdd 
surrounding this municipality can be clubbed together to fotm the. 
Thaliparamba Constituency. This is not done. Instead of this ^awiy 
piaces like Udayagiri, Alakodu, Naduvil and Chapparapadavu from ftie hill 
area are attached to Thaliparamba. Near by Panchayats like Pattuvam, 
Kulliyassery and Mayyil are excluded in the draft proposed from 
Thaliparamba. Also Panchayats like Ezhome and Kannapuram are 
surrouding places of Thaliparamba ail the surrouding Panchayats and'the 
Thaliparamba Municipality can be clubbed together to make Thaliparamba a 
far more geographically compact Constituency. 

9. IRIKKUR 

Present Irrikur Crmstituency comprises of hill areas like Ulichal, Payyftvur 
and Ezhuvessy Panchayats. in the draft proposal these hill areas are made 
attached to far distant Panchayats like Kolachery. Mayyil and Kuttiyatbbr. 
This is quite unscientific and unnatural this may be avoided and present' 
Irikkur + Ayyamkunnu and Payam Panchayaths from adjacent Peravoor can 
be clubbed together to from the new Irikkur in the better way. If for any 
reason this is not possible Udayagiri, Alakodu, NaduVil arid 
Chapparakadavu Panchayaths from the proposed Thaliparamba 
Constituency may be attached to Irickur and Mayyail, Kuttiyattoor, 
Kollachery and Malappattam Panchayaths from Irikkur can be attached to 
Thaliparambu. This will make both Thaliparamba and Irikkur more 
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geographically compact. Also this amendment proposal is made by 
considering the physical features existing boundaries facility of 
communication transport and public convenience. 

10. AZHIKODE 

Palikunnu and Puzhathy Panchayat now included in the proposed Chirakkal 
Constituency are very nearer to the Kannur Municipality. The distance to 
the boundaries of these two Panchayats from district head quarter of Kannur 
is below 1 km. It is difficult to separate the District Head quarters township 
from these Panchayats. Hence it is most convenient and geographical to 
Include Pallikunnu and Puzhathy with the Kannur Constituency as at 
present. But in the new proposal these to Panchayaths are taken away 
from Kannur for the formation of the new Constituency. The creation of 
such a Constituency is not needed. Instead of this Panchayaths closed 
attached to Kannur municipality can be retained with Kannur and the other 
Panchayaths can be retained with the present Azhikode. 

11. KANNUR 

As shown above Panchayats like Pallikunnu and Puzhathy which are very 
closed adjacent to the Kannur municipality are detached from Kannur in the 
draft proposal. This is most unscientific. Hence the present Kannur can be 
retained with the addition of Chelora Panchayath to balance the polulation in 
this Constituency with the other Constituencies. 

12. DHARMAOAM 

This new Constituency also is not scientific convenient or required for public 
purposes. The combination is not geographically compact Dharmadam 
Panchayaths is on the Southern side of this Constituency. Dharmadam is 
closed adjacement to Thalasserl Constituency and it is most suitable for 
Dharmadom to be within the Thalasseri Constituency. Panchayaths like 
Ancharakandy, Chembilodu, Munderi and Vengadu are surrounding the fast 
developing Chakkarakalle town Hence these Panchayats can be clubbed 
within a new constituency by name Chakkarakallu. 


13. THALASSERY 

The new proposal for the Thaiassery Constituency is also not geographically 
compact or convenient. For example Dharmadom Panchayath which is now 
within Thalessery is closely adjacent to Thaiassery Municipality. But 
Dharmadom is not included in Thaiassery. Thaiassery is a coastal town. 
Coastal areas can be clubbed together to make Thaiassery more 
geographically compact. Hence Thaiassery Municipality + Dharmadom 
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Muzhappilangadu, Edakkadu and Kadampur Panchayaths can together 
make Thalassery more scientific and convenient. 

14. KOOTHUPARAMBA 

In the draft proposal even Kuthuparamba Municipality is included in 
Peringalam Constituency. This is not suitable, Peringalam can be retained 
with its present form with minor deletions of Pattayam Panchayath to be 
added to Kuthuparamba. 

15. MATTANNUR 

Most of the Panchayaths included in this new Constituency are taken away 
from Kuthuparamba Constituency. If Kuthuparamba is retained these 
Panchayaths can be conveniently clubbed within the Kuthuparamba 
Constituency. (Eg. Chittariparambu, Mangattidam, Malloore etc) also 
Mattannur Municipality can be retained with the present Peravor 
Constituency Koodaly and Kezhallur Panchayaths can form part of the 
proposed Chakarakalle Constituency. 

16. ARALAM 

Five Panchayaths included in this new Constituency are taken from the 
present Peravoor Constituency. Almost all this Panchay .i;-s are very nearer 
to the Keezhur Chavassery Panchayath. In the proposed Aralam 
constituency Panchayaths from the hills area are included mainly. Keezhur 
Chavassery Panchayath and the fast developing Iritty town within it is the 
centre place for these hill area, So that it is not convenient and 
geographically compact to exclude Keezhur Chavassery Panchayath from 
this hill Constituency, Padiyoor Kaliyad Panchayats is included in proposed 
aralam Constituency. Padiyoor Kalliyad Panchayath is very closely 
adjacement to Irikkur. So that it is most convenient for this Panchayat to be 
wi^in the Irikkur Constituency. The old name Peravoor can be retained for 
the Constituency as Peravoor Panchayath is also within this Constituency. 

For all the above reasons the draft proposal for the delimitation of LA. 
segments in the Kannur district is not acceptable without amendments in the 
present proposal. The Constituencies are not comprising of geographically 
compact areas. In delimiting them regard is not given to physical futures, 
existing boundaries of administrative units, facilities of Communication and 
public convenience. Hence changes are proposed. The formation of new 
Constituencies like Kaliyassery, Dharmadam, Mattannur and Aralam are not 
lieeded. All the present 10 Constituencies except Edakkadu can be 
retained with the same nomeclature and within major changes in areas. 
Minor changes can be there to make them more geographically compact 
and convenient for the general public. Also minor changes can be there in 
view of the formation of a new Constituency in Kannur District. While 
forming a new Constituency the best available place for the head quarters of 
this Constituency is the Alakhode town in the hill areas. Alakhode 
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Panchayath and the closely adjacent 5 Panchayath can make this 
Constituency a very compact one. Also name of the Edakkadu 
Constituency can be altered as Chakarakalle Constituency In view of the 
reason that Chakkarakalle is the heart land town of the Panchayaths which 
are included in this Constituency Hence the draft proposal may be 
amended and new proposal for amendment of the same is attached along 
with this memorandum. In the amendment proposal specific reasons for the 
formation of each such Constituency is also given in brief. 


PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCIES. 

If the amendment for the draft is allowed as prayaed for Payyannur and 
Thaliparamba L.A. Constituencies can be attached to the Kasargod Parliamentary 
Constituency. Kannur Parliamentary Constituency can be formed by incorporating 
Kannur, Azhikodu, Irikkur, Paravoor, Chakkarakallu, Edakkadu and Thalassery 
Constituencies, Kuthuperamba and Peringalam L.A. segments can form part of 
Vadakara Parliamentary Constituency. 

PROPOSALS FOR THE DELIMITATION OF THE ASSEMBLY 
CONSTITUENCIES IN KANNUR DISTRICT. 

At preseny there are Ten (10) Assembly segments in. Kannur District, Apart 
from this there are four (4) Panchayaths from Kannur District in Trikaripur 
Constituency attached to Kasargod Di^rict and two (2) Panchayaths in the North 
Wayanad Assembly segment. * 

Now the New proposal is made including the above Sjx (6) Panchayaths 
also within the Kannur District. The proposal is made (^nsidering the 
Geographical features and Natural boundaries The number of Constituencies can 
be enhanced from 10 to 11 considering the total population of this District and also 
taking into Consideration the fact that, the Six (6) Panchayaths now included out 
side Kannur are also incorporated within Kannur itself.

Submitted by M.P. GANGADHARAN, M L.A. regarding Delimitation 
proposals for Constituencies in Kottayam district.

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It is my honest belief that if the latest delimitation proposal of -the 
Commission is carried out. it would cause great inconvenience to the public. In 
order to minimize it, I am submitting this dissenting note containing creative and 
harmonious suggestions. 

101-Pooniar 

Thaianad, Thalappalam, Moonnilavu panchayats may be deleted from 
093 - Palai and retained in 101 -- Pooniar. 

As per the delimitation proposal of the Commission these Panchayats have 
been taken away from 101 - Poonjar and included in 093-Paiai constituency. This 
proposal is lacking compactness and homogeneity. Considering geographical 
reason, these panchayats should be given back to 101 - Poonjar. 

Therefore we request that Thalanad, Thalappalam and Moonnilavu 
panchayats should be deleted from 093 - Palai and added to 101 - Pooniar. 

Palai Constituency 

093 - Palai constituency may be kept in tact with out deleting any 
panchayats from it. The guidelines of the Commission is to start the delimitation 

process from north . proceed to north east in a zigzag manner. If the 

delimitation process had started from 093 - Palai constituency, the constituency 
could have been kept in tact with cut any change. But unfortunately as per the 
draft proposal of the Commission, Uzhavoor, Veliyanoor, Marangattupilly, and 
Kadaplamattom are taken away from Palai and added to 94 - Kadathuruthy 
constituency, thereby causing great inconvenience to the public. We therefore 
suggest that these panchayats may be retained in 093 - Palai constituency. 


Elikkuiam Panchayat may be dsleted from 093 - Palai constituency and 
added to lOQ-Kanjirappally constituency . 


As per the draft proposal of the Commission, Eiikkuiam panchayat has been 
taken away from 100 - Kanjirappally and added to 093 - Palai constituency. It is 
learnt that the Elikkuiam Panchayat Committee has passed a resolution to get it 
retained in 100 - Kanjirappally constituency. This may be agreed to. 

We suggest that Elikkuiam Panchayat may be deleted from 093 — Palai 
constituency and added to 100 - Kanjirappally constituency. 

Akalakunnam Panchayat may be added in 093 - Palai constituency . In order 
to have geographical convenience, we suggest that Akalakunnam Panchayat may 
be deleted from 098 - Puthupaily constituency and to be added in 093 - Palai 
constituency. 
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096 -Ettumanoor . 

1. Thiruvarpu and Kumarakom may be deleted from 096 - Ettunfianoor 
and added to 097 — Kottayam. 

2. Kumaranalloor may be deleted from 097 - Kottayam and included in 096 
- Ettumanoor. 


3. Thiruvarpu and Kumarakom are closer to Kottayam geographically, 
Kumaranalloor is closer to Ettumanoor geographically. Thiruvarpu 
and Kumarakom are more than 25 kilometers away from Ettumanoor 
whereas these two panchayats are very close to Kottayam Municipal 
town. Kumaranalloor shares the boundary of Ettumanoor panchayat 
and Thiruvarpu shares the boundary of Kottayam Municipal town. To 
reach Thiruvarpu and Kumarakom from Ettumanoor by road one has 
to cross Kumaranalloor and Kottayam Municipal town. 

097-Kottavam 

1. Delete Kumaranalloor from 097-Kottayam and add to 096- 
Ettumanoor. 

2. Delete Vijayapuram from 097-Kottayam and add to 098-Puthupally. 

3. Kurichy panchayat may be deleted rom 099-Changanacherry and 
added to 097-Kottayam. 


098-Puthupallv. 

1. Delete Vakathanam from 098-Puthupally and add it to 099 - 
Changanacherry. 

099‘Chanqanacherrv. 

1. Delete Kurichy from 099 - Changanacherry and add it to 097- 
Kottayam. 

100-Kaniira pally.

Delete Paliikkathode from 100 - Kanjirappally and added to 098- 
Puthupally.

DISSENTING NOTE SUBMITTED BY M.P. GANGADHARAN M.L.A. WITH 
REGARD TO 112-RANNI 

Sub : Note of Dissent with regard to the Assembly Constituencies of Kerala 
State, Pathanamthitta District, 112 - Ranni Assembly Constituency. 

I request that this not of dissent with regard to 112-Ranni Constituency may 
also be appended together with the draft proposal. 

In the latest draft circulated among the Associate Members, the name of the 
constituency is mentioned as 112-Ranni. Till now in all the drafts published by the 
Commission, the name of the constituency was 112-Mailappally. In the latest draft 
also there is no change in the area covered by the constituency but the name has 
been changed as 112-Ranni. This is not appropriate for the following reasons. 

7) In the proposed constituency, seven out of eight Panchayats of 
Mallappally Taluk is included and the head quarter is Mallappally 
town. Only Kunnanthanam Panchayat is included in 111-Thiruvalla. 

8) Ranni Taluk is divided among three constituencies l.e. -112-Ranni, 
113-Aranmula and 114-Konni. In the draft proposal Cherukole 
Panchayat in 113 Aranmula is wrongly mentioned as included in 
Mallappally taluk. But Cherukole Panchayat is in Ranni Taluk. 

9) Though the proposed name of the Constituency is 112-Ranni 
Legislative Assembly Constituency. Ranni proper is not included in 
this constituency. Ranni Panchayat which is the head quarters of 
Ranni Taluk is included in 114-Konni Legislative Assembly 
Constituency. 
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Under these circumstances it is only appropriate and fair to name the 
constituency number 112 as Mailappally, instead of 112-Ranni.

As per the delimitation proposal of the Commission these Panchayats have 
been taken away from 101 - Poonjar and included in 093-Palai constituency. This 
proposal is lacking compactness and homogeneity. Considering geographical 
reason, these panchayats should be given back to 101 - Poonjar. 

Therefore we request that Thalanad. Thalappalam and Moonnilavu 
panchavats should be deleted from 093 - Palai and added to 101 - Pooniar. 

Palai Constituency 

093 - Palai constituency may be kept in tact with out deleting any 
panchayats from it. The guidelines of the Commission is to start the delimitation 
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process from North and than proceed to North East in a zigzag manner. If the 
delimitation process had started fiom 093 - Palai constituency, the constituency 
could have been kept in tact with out any change. But unforiunaiely as per the 
draft proposal of the ComTiission, Uzhavoor, Veliyanoor, Marangattupilly, and 
Kadaplamattom are taken away from Palai and added to 94 - Kadathuruthy 
constituency, thereby causing great inconvenience to the public. We therefore 
suggest that these panchayats may be retained in 093 - Palai constituency. 

Elikkuiam Panchavat may bo deleted from 093 — Palai constituency and 
added to 100-Kaniirappallv constituency . 


As per the draft proposal of the Commission, Elikkuiam panchayat has been 
taken away from 100 - KanjirappaSly and added to 093 - Palai constituency. It is 
learnt that the Elikkuiam Panchayat Committee has passed a resolution to get it 
retained in 100 - Kanjirappally constituency. This may be agreed to. 

We suggest that Elikkuiam Panchayat may be deleted from 093 - Palai 
constituency and added to 100 - Kanjirappally constituency. 

Akalakunnam Panchavat may be added in 093 - Palai constituency . In order 
to have geographical convenience, we suggest that Akalakunnam Panchayat may 
be deleted from 098 - Puthupally constituency and to be added in 093 - Palai 
constituency. 

096 -Ettumanoor . 

1. Thiruvarpu and Kumarakom may be deleted from 096 - Ettumanoor 
and added to 097 - Kottayam. 

2. Kumaranalloor may be deleted from 097 - Kottayam and included in 
096 - Ettumanoor. 

3. Thiruvarpu and Kumarakom are closer to Kottayam geographically. 
Kumaranalloor is closer *0 Ettumanoor geographically. Thiruvarpu 
and Kumarakom are more 25 kilometers away from Ettumanoor 
whereas these two panchayats are very close to Kottayam Municipal 
town. Kumaranalloor shares the boundary of Ettumanoor panchayat 
and Thiruvarpu shares the boundary of Kottayam Municipal town. To 
reach Thiruvarpu and Kumarakom from Ettumanoor by road one has 
to cross Kumaranalloor and Kottayam Municipal town. 

097-Kottavam 

1. Delete Kumaranalloor from 097-Kottayam and add to 096- 
Ettumanoor. 

2, Delete Vijayapuram from 097-Kottayam and add to 098-Puthupally. 
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3. Kurichy panchayat may be deleted rom 099-Changanacherry and 
added to 097-Kottayam. 

098-PuthupaHv. 

1. Delete Vakathanam from 098-Puthupally and add it to 099 - 
Changanacherry. 

099-ChanQanacherrv. 

1. Delete Kurichy from 099 - Changanacherry and add it to 097- 
Kottayam. 

100-Kaniirapallv. 

1. Delete Pallikkathode from 100 - Kanjirappally and added to 098- 
Puthupally. 

In the above circumstances, I request the Hon’ble Commission to accept the 
above suggestions and to review the Commission’s latest draft proposal.
